WASHINGTON', Jaly 
20.— The 
tariff 


conference report waa reported to the 
senate today and but little progress was 
made on it beyond the formal reading of 
about two-thirds of it. There was no 
indication of when the tinal vote will be 
reached. During the day Air. Tillman, 
Democrat of Houth Carolina, openly 
threatened a filibuater until next De- 
cember if cotton bagging and cotton 
ties were not restored to tlie free list, 
but the threat was regarded as some- 
what facetious. 
The sugar amend- 


ments occasioned a long debate, during 
which Mr. Allison stated that the con- 
ference rates were loner tban those of 
the senate and largely a concession to 
the hoiiae. Senators Vest, Jones, Berry 
and White questioned the statement, 
urging that the euear traat received 
larger 
benefits 
from the conference 


schedule than from any previously of- 
fered. Tiie lumber amend meat also 
brought an animated criticism from 
Sanatora Toller and Pettigrew. 


The debate was fruitless of result and 


the reading of thu bill proceeded until 
the amendments to the sugar BChadule 
were reached. 


Mr. Vest said thin was the atorm cen- 


ter uf the bill, aud lie asked Mr. Allison 
if he approved the statement made by 
tho house conferees that the house dif- 
ferential and the genera! features oC the 
bouse schedule had been preserved. 


Mr. Allison responded with, an ex- 


planatory statement) which waa inter- 
rupted by frequent questions, ile said 
the general effect of trie amendment was 
as stated by the house conferees. Tho 
eonate had provided 1.15 on refined 
angars, whsre the house gave 1.875, 
making the senate differential one-fifth 
instoadof one-eighth. The house pro- 
vision waa now restored and that differ- 
ential retained. Mr, Berry interrupted 
to ask how much less the eu^ar trust got 
from tho conference report than they 
did from the senate amendment. Mr. 
Allison, answered that under the sched- 
ule as modified, taking the point oE 100, 
the differential waa \iy, cents. Taking 
fl(» degrees uugar, the sugars above No. 
l(jj Dutch standard, refined would re- 
ceive 1.31 cents per 100 pounds more 
than they would have received uuder 
the house schedule and something leas 
than under the Benate. 


Mr. Jonea of Arkansas said he would 


hereafter show that the differential be- 
tween raw and refined sugar was sot 
only almost aa much in the conference 
report aa in the senate schedule, but 
that ia general this has beenau absolute 
surrender by the bouse on vital points. 


Mr. White of California presented 


tablea showing that instead of the house 
Laving gained a victory on tun sugar 
schedule, the redaction from the senate 
differential was trifling. They showed 
.fllsOj he ssid, that on refined sugar made 
from sugar testing leaa.than 33 degrees, 
the amount of protection given to the 
trust, instead of being less, is greater 
under the schedule agreed to in confer- 
ence than under either the house bill or 
the senate amendment. 


' "No wonder the market trembled and 
brought forth increased rates on sugar 
Btoek," remarked Mr. White. 


Tne formal reading of the report then 


proceeded. When the amendments re- 
storing cotton bagging aud cottou ties to 
the dutiable list was reached there were 
nhnrp protests from Senator Jones, Bat- 
iar, Tillman and Bacon. Mr. Tillman 
expressed his indignation at the section- 
alism which bad inspired the confer- 
ence committee. He gave notice to 
southern senators that if they would 
stand by him they could hold the senate 
in session until nest December rather 
than submit to this change. 


Mr. Bacon characterized the restora- 


tion of cotton ties and cotton bagging to 
the dutiable list as indefensible favorit- 
ism of the North against the South. 
Replying to the augKeation of Mr. Till* 
man, Mr. Butler said be stood ready to 
join in any movement to hold tho 
senate in session for a week or longer _to 
prevent the consummation of this in- 
quity against the South. 


"1 will tell the flftnator," called back 


Mr. Tillman, "that I am negotiating 
with the senator from Pennsylvania 
(Quay) for the speech by which he stop- 
ped the last tariff debate and I may he 
jeady to start on that speech tomorrow 
moraine." 


Mr. Teller criticised the conference 


-committee for not carrying out the will 
of the eenate. It waa the first time, be 
aaid, that a committee bad surrendered 
the interests of the senate without ask- 
ing for instructions, lie had reason to 
believe that members of the conference 
committee, supposed to represent the 
senate, had gone into conference and 
worked again at the senate amendment 
on white pine. Mr. Teller declared that 
the entire report should be rejected and 
sent to a committee representing tho 
eenataand carryicg out its instructions. 
Referring to the bill as a whole, the sen- 
ior asserted that it was the meanest tar- 
iff ever enacted. 


Early in the day the senate passed a 


joint resolution authorizing and request- 
ing the President to take all necessary 
steps for the release of the Com pi ti tor 
prisoners from prison in Havana. 


At 5 o'clock Mr. White suggested an 


adjournment, but Mr. Allison would 
not coneent to thii. There were objec- 
tions, and after much fruitless sparring 
the senate, at 5.15 p.m., on motion of 
Mr. Allison went into executive session 
aud then adjourned. 


More Forest Fires. 


OROVILT.E. Jnly 20.— Forest fires have 


been raging for the past two days in the 
moan tain a east ol Oroville and word 
reaches here this evening that four or 
five houses and barns have been burned, 
A big Sre started near Whitewash trees 
and ran six or seven miles south of Pal- 
ermo. Fifty men were engaged in fight- 
ing it. Another fire broke out near 
Robinson mill and burned over a dis- 
dance eight by two miles. Two hundred 
men were fighting it for two nigha and 
days. It is believed that these fires are 
of incendiary origin. A huge fire ia 
racing between Harletnn and Enter- 
prise, and all the reaidenta of the local- 
ity are working to prevent ita spread.

SAW LAKE, July 20.— Today marks 


the half century aiuce the pioneera un- 
der the leadership of the Mormon apos- 
iea first entered the Salt Lake vallev 
aud founded this commonwealth. The 
day has been celebrated in a manner 
which leaves no doubt about the rever- 
ence in which those pioneers aro held. 


At 8 o'clock this morning the veterans 


began to eathor on Pionear Square. It 
waa an impressive eight. Hands dried 
and wrinkled through weary years of 
oil and hardships, clasped each other 
n thankfulness that they hqd been 
spared to witness this celebration. 


At 10 o'clock the veterans marched 


lorth to the Pioneer monument, headed 
)y a platoon of police. Next came 
*rand Marshal Brigbam Young and the 
CnightB of Pythias band. Thev were 
ollowed by the Tweuty-fourth Irifantrv 
>and. Next came the older pioneers in 
carriages, followed by the Utah National 
Guard. At the monument the ranks 
were broken and the pioneers took their 
ilaces on a platform erected for their 
ipecial benefit. Centered around the 
uonnment for three blocks was a anrg- 
ng masi of humanity. On the platform 
at the first presidency, members of the 
welve apostles. Governor Wei la and 
other distinguished citizens. Before the 
aaaembly waa called to order William J, 
iryan stepped upon the platform and 
is the great silver champion shook 
lands with President Woodruff, pro. 
ouged cheers broke forth from the uml- 
itude. 
At 11 o'clock Hon. Spencer Clawaon 
ailed for order and Bishop Whitney 
ead President Woodruff's oraver. 
The ode to Brigham Young was next 
ondeied by the Tabernacle choir from 
he portico of the hall of relics.

SA* FBA-N-CISCO-, July 22.— The British 


ship Comliebank, which sailed from 
ihia port thia morning for Rio de Jan- 
eiro with a cargo of wheat returned this 
afternoon with the police flag flying. 
Shortly after the towboat cast off Mate 
Marshall issued some orders which the 
sailors refused to obey. Captain Storms 
was appealed to, but waa told by the 
men that no work would be done until 
two watches had been set. This the 
captain refused to do, and the Bailors, 
under the leadership of Joseph Elliott, 
adjourned to discuss the matter. Mate 
Mashall wont to the forecastle to reason 
with the men, and was set upon by 
Elliott aud one or two members of the 
;rew and dreadfully beaten. Captain 
Storms went aft on hearing the noise 
and was met by Elliott, who drew a 
sheath knife and ordered the captain to 
bold off if he valued hia life. Captain 
Storms again tried to reason with the 
Enen, but was told that the vessel wag 
bound for aa infectious port and that 
the men had resolved nob to go on the 
trip. Captain Storms ordered the ship 
about, and returned to San Francisco. 
Elliott was placed under arrest, but 
Captain Storms will not prosecute, as 
the prosecutions would delay the sail- 
ing of the vessel for a long time. 


Elliott arrived here on the ship Car- 


doc from Calcutta, and was arrested for 
insubordination, but was released. On 
the trip from Calcutta he several times 
beat the mate almost to death, and 
swore on several occasions to kill the 
Oarodoc'a captain and the crew. 


BAR SILVER DECLINES. 


It Reaches the Lowest Price in 


Two Years. 


Bays: Bar silver has declined to the 
lowest price for two years, and private 
dispatches from abroad received in Wall 
atreet are to the effect that the holders 
of the white metal have "weakened." 
Some of the bullion biokera assume that 
this means that the silver pool which 
wae formed abroad more than a year 
ago waa liquidating ita holdings. 


Other brokers were of the opinion 


that the holdings of the pool had been 
liquidated some time ago, and that the 
lessened demand for silver in tho East, 
through the adoption of the gold stan- 
dard by Japan, among other reasons, 
was responsible for the decline. 


Outsiders generally called attention to 


the fact that the recession in price came 
simultaneous!? with the announcement 
of the great gold discoveries in the Klon- 
dyke region. 


NEW YORK, July 22.— Another drop in 


pilver was reported in the home mar- 
ket today, the price quoted being 59^ 
cents an ounce. Tnere waa a marked 
absence of demand for the metal. The 
value of silver in a dollar according tt 
today's prices, is just a fraction over 4S 
cents.

'lie Sugar Schedule the Main Point 


of Assault—Analysis of 


tlie Vote. 


'ASIUMITOX, July 20.—The confer- 


euce reoorton the tariff hill was adopted 
ay the house shortly after midnight by 
a vote of 185 to IIS and atiioon today 
tho report will co to the senate for ac- 
tion there. Thia eclipses all previoua 
records. The result was accomplished 
after twelve hours continuous debute. 
Uut two apaechea wera made by the Re- 
publicans, one by Mr. Dingley, in open- 
ing the debate, and by Mr. Payne of 
New York in closing it. Tha Democrats 
were thus forced to put forta speaker 
after speaker, but their bombardmen 
of tbe Republican position waa unan 
awered. In all, ten Democratic and oni 
Populiat speeches were made. Messrs 
Wheeler of Alabama, Swanson of Vir 
ginia, Bell of Texas, Lanham of Texas 
Kelly of North Dakota, Fleming o 
Georgia, Handy of Delaware, JIcDowel 
of Ohio, Perry of Kentucky, Bailey o 
Texas and McMillin of TenueLsee being 
tha speakers. 


The sugar schedule was the main 


point ot aaaault, but tbe most interest 
ing feature of the debate occurred when 
Mr. Bailey and ilr. McMillin, the two 
rival Democratic leaders, croaaed swords 
on the queation of orthodoxy of the free 
raw material doctrine, the former op- 
poaing and the latter championing it. 


The galleries were crowded up to the 


tioia the vote waa taken, many dis- 
tinguished people being present. Among 
them were many senators, many mem- 
bero of the cabinet and a few members 
of the diplomatic corps. Every Repub- 
lican in the house wbo waa politicnl 
voted for the report. The Democrats 
with rive exceptions voted against tbe 
report. The exceptions were Slayden 
of Texas, Bronaaardoi Louisiana, Meyer 
of Louisiana, Davey uf Louisiana and 
Klebnrg of Texas. 


The Populists and Rilveritea did not 


yote solidly. Messrs. Hhafroth of Colo- 
rado, Newslandu of Nevada and Hart- 
man, Silveritea, did not vote. 


The Populistn who voted against the 


report were as follows: Baker.1 Barlow, 
Bo t kin, Fowler, Jett, Lewis, Marshall, 
Martin, Peters, Simpson, Sttoud and 
Vincent. Four did not vote, Howard, 
Kelley, Stark and Sutherland. 
The 


other Populists were absent. An analy- 
sis of the vote shows that ISO Republi- 
cans and 5 Democrats voted for the re- 
port and 100 Democrats and 12 Populists 
voted against it. 


WASHINGTON, July 19 —The floar of 


the houee presented an animated ap- 
pearance long before the speaker rapped 
that body to order today. Members 
stood about in groups aud discussed, 
sometimes in excited tones, the result 
of the conference agreement on the fol- 
lowing bill. The tinal conference re- 
port on the general deficiency appropria- 
tion bill was"adopted. 


This ont ol tha way, Mr. Dingley 


arose, aud holding aloft the report and 
a groat mass of papers, he eaid, iu calm 
tone?: 


"Mr. Speaker, I desire to present the 


conference report ou the following bill." 


Salvos of applauee from the ReDubli- 


can aide greeted this announcement. An 
effort was made to secure nn agreement 
for a vote. Mr. Baily said the minority 
report desired three days, but knowing 
tbey could not obtain them, would be 
aatiBfied with two. 


Mr. Dinnley refused to. agree to thia, 


Baying "Talk at this time ia very ex- 
pensive. It coats tho treasury $100,000 
a "day." 


"Not so expensive as the ten days you 


spent in arranging the meeting with the 
sugar trust," retorted Mr. Bailey, amid 
a counter round of applause. 


Mr. Dingley, in reply, pointed out 


that never before in legislative history 
had a tariff bill been in conference EO 
brief a time. The McKirloy bill had 
been in conference two weeks, "and our 
friends on the other aide," said ha, ad- 
dressing the Democrats, "in 1804 were 
in conference six. weeks without reach- 
ing an agreement." 


"The trouble in 1804," retorted Mr. 


Bailey, "was that we were trying to run 
the Democratic party with a lot of mug- 
wumps in command." [Laughter and 
applause on the Democratic eide.J 


Mr, Dingley continued his efforts to 


fis a time for a vote, tha Republicans 
during the discussion crying "vote, vote, 
vote." 


"I auggess that we wait until Bugar 


stock goes up a little higher," said Mr. 
Bailey sarcastically. "It has gone up 
$6 a share since the agreement was 
reached." 


All efforts to reach an agreement hav- 


ing 
failed, Mr. Dingley opened his 


speech on tbe conference report. He 
took up each schedule, explaining in 
detail tbe changes made, and following 
out cloeely the formal statement given 
out by the committee. 


Concerning the sugar schedule, Mr. 


Uiogley read from the official statement, 
adding brief comments. Bv the uew 
arrangement ebout $fi,000,000 increase 
of revenue would be realized. 


When Mr. Dingley referred to tho 


elimination of tho stamp tax, Mr. Todd, 
Democrat of Michigan, asked him if he 
"couieeaed" that they had abandoned 
the idea of taxing stock gamblers on 
Wall etreot. 


"Not at all," replied Mr. Dingley. 
We discovered that the salea on Wall 


street could not bo followed. No record 
ia kept. The machinery of collection 
would be too complex." 


Mr. Cooper, Republican of Wisconsin, 


wanted an explanation of tbe net result 
of the change in the sugar schedule. 


Mr. Dingley. after a calculation, 


affirmed that tbe refiner of sugar under 
the preaent Wilson law had a differen- 
tial of 22}£ cents per 100 ponnds, aa 
against 12^ cents in the pending bill as 
agreed to by the conferees. As to tbe 
question of revenue to be raised by the 
bill, Mr. Dingley pointed out the diffi- 
culty resulting from tbe lame anticipa- 
tory importations. 


The bill next y«r, he calculated, 


would raise $225,000,000, $75,000,000 
more than the present law. Over $40.- 
000,000 had been lost in this years 
revenues by the importations of wool 
and sugar and other things, the duty on 
which waa raised in the bill, so that he 
calculated tbat the bill this year would 
raise $185,000,000. 
Mr. Dingley de- 


clared tbat there waa no doubt that the 
revenue wonld not only be ample to 
meet tho expenditures of the govern- 
ment, but allow a Republican adminis- 
tration to begin ngain to p»y ou the 


principal of the public debt which had 
>eeu increased by the late ad minis tra- 
icm. In conclusion Mr. Dingley re- 
>eiveti round after round of applause 
roni hie Republican colleagues by pro- 
licting aa a result of tho enactment of 
;hia bill a rise of priceaand a restoration 
)f prosperity. 


Mr. Wheeler, Democrat of Alabama,, 


opened the debate for tha Democrat a» 
;riticising the bill as the moat vicious 
and burdensome ever imposed on the 
American people. 


The house at 
(J p.m. took & receaa 


until S p.m. under the agreement ruade 
early in ttie day. 


At S o'clock, when the nipht session. 
>gan, the galleries were crowded, many 


ladies being present. 
Mr. Dingley 


stated at the outeet tbat he hoped to 
secure a vote by 10 o'clock. Mr. Bailey 
eaid 10 o'clock wan too early, but he 
thought the vole could be taken by 11 
o'clock. He would not, however, make 
a definite 
agreement on the vote. 


Thereupon Mr. Dingley gave notice that 
he would move the previous queation 
not later than 11 o'clock. 


The Republicans still pursued the 


tactica they had adopted during tho 
day eession. None of them claimed the 
Door and tbe minority was compelled to 
put forward their speakers. 


Mr. Bailey, the Democratic loader 


who had been reserving his speech for 
the close, took the floor. Ua made a 
carefully prepared argument, dealing 
more with the general principals in- 
volved than with details. Time and 
again in tbe progress of his remarks, the 
Democrats were aroused by his elo- 
quence to a high pitch of enthusiasm, 
Jr.at before the close of Mr. Bailey's re- 
marks the moat sensational incident of 
tbe debate occurred. He had been afi- 
Eailing the doctrine of free raw mate- 
.rialB asa comparative innovation in the 
Democratic creed. In order to demon- 
strate that it waa a product of Clove- 
lamiisiu, he sent to the clerk's desk and 
had read an extract from a newspaper 
commenting on the fact that In tbe 
Forty-ninth 
congress Senator Mills,

Milliu of Tenessea and two other Demo- 
cratic 
members

ineaiis committee had voted against free 
wool. Mr. McMillin jumped to hia feet 
and demanded to know whether it waa 
charged that he had voted against free 
wool.

Bailey quickly disclaimed any purpose 
of attacking him. '*! desire to com- 
mend your action then," said he. 


The disclaimer beiug accepted, Mr. 


McMillin hotly asked in turn, why Mr. 
Bailey had voted in the ways and means 
committee against the woolen schedule 
of the present law wheu it was offered 
as a substitute for the high rates in the 
pending measure. 


Mr. McMillin, who

minutes, consumed this time in de- 
nouncing the sugar schedule and in re- 
plying to Mr. Bailoy'a remarks about 
his record.

He has powerful shoulders, jutting out 
squarely from a neck remarkable for 
size and strength. The only fault in 
Jeffries construction ia in lower limbs, 
which are too large for foot work. 


Ruhlin, the Ohio giant, tops the Cali- 


fornia jast one inch, and weighs in con- 
dition 200 pounds. He is more sym- 
metrical in build than hia opponent, 
and haa a much longer reach, hut not 
such tremendous driving power BB 
Jeffries. Both men were in first class 
condition. 


It waa 10.15 o'clock before tbe event 


of the evening was announcnd and the 
big fellows entered tbe ring. Rublin, 
who was tbe first to make hia appear- 
ance, was not accorded a very warm re- 
ception, but Jeffries was greeted enthu- 
siastically when Master of Oeremoniea 
Jordan introduced him, to the crowd.

The reciprocity clause has been trans- 


formed into a modification of both the 
house and senate schedule's—that ie, the 
number of articles which can be used 
as a basis for reciprocity agreements hRB 
been increased, but tbe President's dis- 
cretion aa to the rates and the ratifica- 
tion of treaties by the senate, which was 
the main feature of tbe senate provis- 
ion, has been rejected. 


One of the biggest victories won by 


the house waa in the restoration to tbe 
dutiable list of burlaps, jute and jute 
bagging, cotton bagging, Rannysacks, 
floor matting and cotton tlea, which tne 
senate placed on the free list. While 
restored to the dutiable list, however, 
the ratea were lower than they have 
ever been on this class of articles. An- 
other victory of the house was elimina- 
tion of the eenate stamp tax on bonds 
and Blocks. It was decided that the ma- 
chinery of collection was too cumber- 
some. The Republicans believe that 
the report ceu be made to the house 
early Monday afternoon, and if the 
present intention of the houeo leaders 
are carried out the report will have 
been acted upon before the house ad- 
journs Monday. 


Governor Dingley expresses the opin-

SALT LAKK, July 17.—The nioth'.sea- 
ion of tbe trans-Mississippi congress 
djourned this afternoon and the next 


will be convaned at Wichita, 


Can., at a date to be designated by the 
executive committt-u. 


Thia hag been & busy day In tbe con- 


greaa and a great deal of routine work 
waa done. The principal features of 
the session this morning were the resig- 
nation of the newly elected president, 
Hugh Craig, and tho consideration of 
the resolution cailine upon tha jsecre- 
tary of war to take immediate steps to- 
war Ja tbe construction of the SanjPedro 
harbor. The resignation of Mr..Craig 
was read by the secretary.Jit waa as 
follows: 


"Gentlemen: 
You honored me yes- 


terday by adopting the unanimous re* 
port of the committee on permanent or* 
fan iaa t ion and electing me to tbe dis- 
tinguished position of president of your 
body. Later in the day the congress 
placed itself upon record as demanding 
tbe immediate restoration of the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver at tho 
present ratio ot 16 to 1 without waiting 
for the aid and coneent of any other na- 
tion. Such gold and silver coin to be 
alike a full legal tender for all debts, 
public and private. 


"The fact that my sentiments and 


opinions on tbe money question were 
well known to members ot the commit- 
tee on permanent organization makea- 
your generosity in selecting me aa your 
presiding officer for tbe next year all the 
more gratifying and complimentary. 
Sorely, then, I wonld be nntruetoyoo 
and to myself, and wanting in respect 
for tbe buBineas interests of San Fran- 
cisco and the state of California, stand- 
ing for fifty years a monument of sound 
finance, if 1 permitted your congress to 
adjourn without pointing out to yon 
how utterly inconsistent it would be for 
me to remain your presiding officer and 
asking you to select my successor. 
"In taking tbia action 1 am prompted 


to acknowledge the keen enjoyment and 
pleasure I have realized in meeting face* 
to face and clasping by thn band th& 
broad-minded men of tbe west who par- 
ticipate in the deliberations of your con-* 
grass. Certainly our trans-Mississippi 
country is fulfilling ita deBtiny in pro- 
ducing patriotic, generous, resourceful, 
independent men and women, hence I 
cannot jeopardize your good opinion by 
retaining a position which, in my judg- 
ment, requires in your interest s presid- 
ing officer in full sympathy with the- 
five to one vote recorded by yon in favor 
of freeailver." 


Mr. Bryan objected to accepting the 


resignation. He said that the president 
of the congress need not necessarily be- 
in accord with tbe majority of tho con- 
gress on all subjects. For seven yeara- 
the congress has been in favor of free- 
silver, and the speaker knew Mr. Craig 
to be honorable enough to carry ont the 
will of the congress. 


Mr. Craig said that he had considered 


the enbject and that he bad consulted 
hia friends and hia wife and that the 
resignation waa irrevocable. 
, 


Mr. Prince seized the gavel and after 


some diBCQBBion put the question, aud it 
was unanimously carried that Mr. Craig 
act as president. 


The committee ou resolutions reported 


favorably on the San Pedro harbor reso- 
lution, and it was discussed at consider* 
able length. About the only opposition 
came from Judge Kinney of San Diego, 
who said there was no harbor at San 
Pedro to improve. Several California 
delegates spoke in favor of the resolu- 
tion. Crisp of Missouri and Thomas of 
Colorado also spokB in its favor. The 
resolution was adopted by a practically 
unanimous vote.

congress that the Pacific Hena should be 
foreclosed aa they become due and that 
the government should adopt such meas- 
ures as will secure to tho patrons of the 
Pacific railway the use of said roada 
upon the payment of rates which yield a 
reasonable return upon the present 
value of the roads measured by the cost 
of reproduction. 


Mr. Bryan made » vigorous speech 


in favor of the resolution and it was 
adopted. 
The question of the next place for 


holding the convention then came np. 
Only three cities were named—Loa An- 
geles, Wichita and Omaha. Mr. Gib- 
bons of California made a strong argu- 
ment for Loa Angeles, and at the close 
of his speech it looked aa if that city 
would be named almost unanimorjsly. 
E. R. Moaa spoke for Wichita and 
Judge Gregory for Omaha. During the 
call of states on the question there was 
considerable confusion and discussion 
among the delegates. Some heavy dele- 
gations like Montana threw their entire 
vote for Wichita and that city was suc- 
cessful. The vote waa Loa Angeles 89, 
Wichita 141, Omaha 40, 


J. R, McKnight was chosen as secre- 


tary, and after a vole of thanka to the 
citizens of Salt Lake and to the officials 
of the Church of Jeans Christ of Later 
Day Saints for the use oi the building 
and grounds, the convention at 5 o'clock 
adjourned.

To teach a child to read, in the 
full sense of the words, is to direct the 
mind into the enjoyment of cood books, 
to cultivate the taste until it feeds 
avidly on the feasta of literature, to en- 
large the critical faculty, to open the 
mental eyes until they can distinguish 
between good and evil. To teach one to 
write is to teach him the free, tirm, con- 
fident nso of his native tongue.

sentence of it ia worthy of considera- 
tion, for it strikes to the heart of the 
question, what is education. And the 
Stockton paper's view of the matter ia 
riaht: fle is beat educated to whom 
tha Almighty and man have given 
capacity for thought. And the troub 
with a good many of our echoo!a ia tba 
they imperfectly, if at all, cultivate th 
capacity.

But if the child is not per- 
mitted to go to school one of the gr^t 
means of education, touch with hia kin-i, 
is for years largely removed from him. 


The ancient Greeks were right in 


making teachers of their thinkers, but 
we do not follow in their alepa except 
by chance, and, aa we do not, it ia tbe 
wise parent's part, DO far aa in him lies, 
to supply the lack. To read la to abaorb 
the thought of the author; to write Eng- 
lish is to be able to express thought al 
luaat somewhat clearly in that .language 
which, more imperfect than it is nor, 
was nevertheless great enough for the 
nao of a Bhakespeire. 
The achoola 


poorly teach these arts in their curricu- 
lum of cast-iron and breakable science, 
but it happens that a parent may do 
something to supply the deficiency, and 
it ia a splendid privilege to bo able to do 
flo. Seeing the defects in our school 
system, wherein coga fit within cogaand 
thu machinery rolls on, turning out ita 
diplomaed wares, a parent of judgment 
may do much to remedy them. Hut to 
keep a child out of school ia a poor way 
of doing it.

cabin cold, tired and hungry ami find; 
no fire ia tbe stove and all the

frozen. 


"I took an outfit ol clothes made 


especially for thu trip.' I got everything 
of tbe beat material, and found it pak 
in the long run. One doesn't need a 
great deal, and it is boat to take no more 
than ia actually necessary on account o 
the trouble and. expense of carrying the 
things. My outfit cost about $250. It 
included but three suits of everything 
right straight through. I had heavy 
woolen 
underwear, 
knitted woolen 


stocking. My skirts were made abort 
only a little below the knee. I had a 
heavy fur coat of martin, a fur cap, fui 
Cloves, and the heaviest shawl I could 
get. Shoes are not necessary, except to 
go to Juneau and come back from there 
My fur coat I took from here because,, 
atrangeaa it may seem, furs coat leas 
and are better here than in Alaska. A 
fur robe ia a necessity. We got one up 
there from a man coming put, but it ib 
just as well for any one going up to take 
one along. The fur glovea can be had up 
there better than here, however?and coal 
about $3. Moccdiins are worn instead 
of shoes through tbe winter, and muc 
lues when it ia thawing and wot. They 
are both to be had there at from $ 1 to $4 
or $5 a pair. The moccasins are made 
of fur seal, 'with tbe furry side inside 
and the inside- outside' (like Minne- 
haha's clothes). They coma to the knee, 
or half way or all the way up the thigh, 
aa yon choose. They are slipped on 
like a boot,'aad from tbo instep the 
thon^a go crtes-crors round the leg like 
ttie old "fashioned sandals, and tie at the 
top, where there is also a draw-string. 
The muc luce—that's tbe native nnnie 
for them—are the mud moccasins, and 
the soles are made waterproof with euul 
oil. If a woman keepu her feet warm 
her health is pretty eafe, aud for that 
reason, in addition to tho wooien stock- 
inga and moccasins, I wore also flaimul 
insoles, and in all the time I waa in 
Alaska I never suffered from froet bite— 
didn't oven get my fingers nipped no] 
my nose—and I wore no veil all the time 
I was there. I took a good medicine 
chest with me, too. 


"We left Juoeau last March with aav 


eral friends, our supplied and a dog 
team. I put on my Alaska uniform 
there, tbe heavy flannels, warm dress 
with short skirti moccasins, fur coat,cap 
and gloves, kept my shawl handy to roll 
up in in case of storms, and waa rolled 
in a fur robe and bound to the sled. Ho 
when the sled rolled over i rolled with 
it, aad many a tumble in tbe enow I got 
that way. 


"The supplies for Mr. tterry and me, 


including liia clothes, my small fura,our 
Etoveandall our food, cost about $800 
and weighed about 2000 pounds. We 
didn't confine ouraolves to beana a;id 
bacon diet. We had plenty of canned 
meats, hatna, bacon, dried fruit and 
vegetable!!, and all eorta of canned 
things besides. We arranged for 
BB 


wholesome diet as possible witb canned 
things. 


"It took us three months to travel 


from Juneau to Forty Mile, a distance 
of about 900 miles, I think. We trav- 
eled ten or twelve and occasionally fif- 
teen milna a day. We couldn't do more 
because tbe dogs couldn't stand it. Up 
to the summit we carried our own 
etoree, and on the other side hired In- 
diaua. We had fresh meat on the wny 
—moose and Caribou. We prepared 
our meals by setting up oar stoves ripht 
on the ice in the open sometimes, and 
at others pitched our tent and did our 
cooking under cover—then up stakes 
and on again. At night we pitched our 
tents, made a bed of booghs, put filan- 
kets on, rolled ourselves ia blaokete, 
covered with the fur robes and elept 
well. Our bedding was always packed 
Iu an oilskin cover, and so kept dry nil 
the way. TLe best time we made was 
ft=ro3=i Li liir-.'O lake. Wo crossed tho 
thirty-six miles in one nicht. Thoy put 
the tent upon the provision scow for too 
and I went to bed in it and slept all the 
way ac.rosB the Lewis river. We had to 
mate such good time because we wera 
afraid the ice would l:?t;in to run and 
the boats go under. We bad a fino ann- 
ahiny day to croea tho summit, but we 
Lad to sit still aad wait two weeks for it. 


"Wo got to Forty Mile in June, anil 


went to the Klondyice in October. I 
stayed at the post, now Daweon City, 
while tbe boys wont on to build a c^biu. 
It took me two days to walk the nine- 
teen miles to tha diggings. There WAS 
about an inch of water on tbe ice aud 
I slipped and slid in every direction 
going over. When I got there the house 
had no door, nor windows, nor floor, 
and I had to stand around outside till a 
hole- was cnt for me to get in through. 
We had a two room house, aod after it 
was fixed up it was very comfortable for 
Kloadyke. The boya had ft carpet and 
curtain sent over (or me. We had all 
toe camp-made furniture wo needed, 
and with a bed of bonghn and stove, 
were well flsed. The Alaska atovea are 
narrow, long, little sheet-iron affairs, 
with two holes on top, and a drum to 
bake In. The wood }H «0 full of pitch 
(it a the meanest, \notlieat, Bcrubbieet 
wood I over aawj lhat the fire burna up 
And men ont if you turn >OUr back on it 
ior a minute. 


"The water we uaed was all mow or 


ice, aad had to be thawed. If any one 
wanted a drink a chunk of ice had to be 
thawed and cooled again. The stores 
tftzt were tept ia tiie cache to gave 
them from wild animal3 vere frown, of 
couree, and had to be thawed out before 
Jwing cooked. Tne things we waatad 
to keep from freezing we had t:> keep 
warm io thu house. 


''The canned and dried things were 


very tiresome eating. We had freeh 
meat now and then, and even eome 
beef, for last winter waa the first time . 
that beef waa stnt acro?3 the pa;-". Tn*i I < 
men had a hard time waking bie^d, an 
1 taught several of them how to mal 
yeast bread. We could get fceps an 
canned potatoes, and it was easy unaufc 
to make yeast. Hut how I did long fi_ 
a rftv,- potato or anything fresh an 


j green! 


"The cabins didn't have ail the mot 


ern improvements by any means—n 
porcelain tubs uor hot and cold wato; 
When wo wanted a bath we molted ici 
heated tha water, got tho pan in tha 
we used for washing the gold and Ui 
our bathing in that. I wasn't eick a 
the time 1 wda there, except alight in 
dispositions, and I'm twenty-five pound 
heavier now than when I went up an 
feel better than 1 ever did. 


"I went out nearly every day. Whe 


I'd finished myhoueeworkl'd'huntove 
the dumps for nuggets, or else pan gold 
I'd have to melt the water for that, am 
ai first I lost haif the gold, but after \ 
time I learned to cot it all out." 


Mrs. Berry washed the champion pan 


of the Klondyke that netted $595. 


"Tbiuj-a were very high part of tbj 


winter. At ono time we paid $UO for i 
fifty-pound flack of flour, und '23 cents i 
pound extra for portage, and were glai 
to get it. I paid $ti a yard for drea 
jooda and $35 for having a ekirt made 
[)h, yea, there are dressmakers even U| 
there. They aew for the natives—mak 
the siwash red and blue aatin dresse 
for them, all the e^mp style, a tieh 
liasqiie, buttoned straight down the 
frout, and a skirt. 


"Eight months of tbe year is dark up 


tbere, with only about four hours' ligh 
each day. There is a gray twilight, ant 
;he men work through that, but we of ten 
aad to light the lamps at half-past 1 o 
J in tho afternoon. We had oil lamps 
iut the majority used candles. 


"In the winter tbe Vukou ia one o 


the healthiest places for any one t^omg 
tbere with sound health, but when tbe 
lummer comes it ia unhealthy. It is 
damp, the water is bad, it gets very ho 
and the mosquitoes are awful. Coming 
away from the mines we made the dia 
.ftnce betweeu thorn and Dawson in one 
night, but the trail ia so bad that, not 
withstanding I wore a ekirt only knee 
ength, I was covered with mud to the 
waist. 


"Dawson may have been a quiet city 


mce, but when I came through it was 
n such a rowdy state that it was in.- 
lossible for ine to go to my meals. I 
iad to have them Bent to me. Men and 
Fomea—there were about fifty women 
here — conducted 
themselves shock- 


ugly, and were carousing continually. 
)hu pcjple who followed on the heels o! 
bo good, steady-going, hard-working 
miners aro amone the worst up there. 
?here are good women, too, rnauy who 
'lavegone with their husbands. 


"Would I go to the Yufcon again? 


fever! I am giad I had the experi- 
nce, I really am. It was worth the 
oughinc, but once ia enough.

Tho 
read hy different delegates and- the ad 
dresses showed thought aud study, am 
if the principles set forth in them an 
closely followed tbere Is no doubt tha 
the Afro-American race will experience 
improvement, both mental and moral. 


The morning aeeaion yesterday was 


opened with prayer by Rev. T. Brown 
of San Francisco. Then followed the 
usual toutino business, the readies ' 
the miuutee, etc. The committee 01 
resolutions handed in a partial repor 
shortly after 11 o'clock.

among other things, with the lyiichiiii 
of colored people iu the South, anc 
there followed quite a discussion on this 
subject.

Those who took part in the discussion 


were Bishop Clinton, Editor Wilson o 
the San Franciaco Elevator, Rev. Brown 
and others, and all denounced tho sum- 
mary execution of colored men se- 
lected of crime without a trial. The 
Xev. Brown waa particularly severe in 
iia strictures and expressed himself iu 
"avor of the "eye for an eyo and tooth 
:or a tooth proposition"—that is, when 
a negro is unjustly punished a white 
man should also be punished. 


Bishop Clinton did not ebaro tbia ox* 
reme view. Ho 
thought 
that, the 


legroea could Dot afford to follow the 
ootatepa of tbo whites by lynching. He 
did not believe in it. ''It i9 bettor that 
a thousand guilty men nhonld go un- 
mniahed thau one innocent man be 
mng," he eaid. "We cannot afford to 
irovoke our God by taking life. I be- 
ievB that we should stand together and 
lelp the officers of tbe law to protect a 
>risuner—be he white or black. But 
hen I'll admit that it ia provoking to 
ee officers aland in with lynchera and 
lave them hang man ol our race without 
iven giving them a fair trial. 


"The dark clouds," in aaid in conclu* 
ion, "will soon roll away, the heavens 
will brighten and we shall get our jusi 
lues." 


Editor Wilson, the next speaker, eaid 
e had been compelled to leave tbe 


South becanae of tbe ill-feeling that waa 
ihown toward him and bis people. Some 
if the people of the South, he declared, 
lid not believe in educating the negro. 
Vhen they find one learning too much 
bey make it hot for him and compel 
,im to leave. By the time the diBctiB' 
ion was ended it was time to adjourn. 


THE AFTEBXOOX SESSION.

Tho county board of equalization yea- 


terday morning took up the considera- 
tion of the assessment of the Freeno 
Cans! and Irrigation Company. It will 
be remsmharod that a committee from 
the Farmers' Ulub had aaked tbat tho 
assessment be increaeetl, and tho board 
then ordered tho company to show 
cause why this should not he done. 
The Farmer^1 clnb waa represented by 
T. 0. White, Alei Gordon, N. L. F. 
Bachman and John L. Dore, while John 
McMullin, egeot, and Frank H, Short, 
attorney fur the company, appeared for 
tbe corporation. 


County Assessor Vincent waa the firet 


to testify. He slated thit laat year he 
had raised the aeseegment of tbe com- 
pany from $100,000 to $150,000. This 
year he had contemplated a further in- 
crease of tbe aaseaament, but Mr. Mc- 
Mulliii explained tbe real situation of 
the company to him, and he saw tbat 
tlie Rseeeament of last year waa fair, and 
thoreforn left it at tho figures of that 
year, $100,000. 


Mr, McMultin was then sworn and 


ae made the following statements; 


"The gross income from all canala be- 


onj{in« to the company for last year was 
$72,701.50. This doea not include reut- 
ilaof landa belongicR to the corporation, 
'or the landa are assessed (separately. 
The number of water richts that have 
oeen eo!d ia 1250. Of tbesf, from 900 to 
1000 are paying rental?. The othera are 
not paying rentals and will not pay any 
until water ia established on them" The 
average rental of a water right ia $85 
per quarter section. 


"The expenses of operating the canal 


last year were $69,715.83, aa followm

From Tuesday's DciIV. 


The grain farmers of this country are 


in excellent humor over the encourag- 
ing condition of the markeb and the 
bright prospects for higher prices. The 
number of farmers who Bold early in 
the season are few, and they are now 
regretting that they did not hold on. 
A grain buver epoke as follows to a RE- 
PUBLICAN reporter yesterday: 


"There is some movement in wheat, 


but not nearly what it might bo. The 
prices are good, varying from $1.10 to 
$1.20, bat most of the farmers, who 
seem to be pratty well informed con- 
cerning the state of tbe market, ara 
holding oat fsr higher prices. Barley is 
moving along steadily, bringing from 70 
to SO cents." 


There is good reason for the farmer to 


hold on to his wheat. The stock is lower 
than it baa been for many years past at 
this time of the rear and crop shortages 
are reported from all over the world. 
India is said to have under aa average 
crop, bat owing to the famine will have 
no wheat tu spare for export. Tho Rus- 
sian crop is ehort and BO 13 that of 
France and Germany. Similar reports 
come from Australia, and even Lho Ar- 
gentine, one of too main sources of tho 
world's supply, is said to have a short 
crop. 
In view of all this the farmers think 


they are justified in taking the riak of 
holdiug on for higher prices. It was re- 
ported yesterday that $1.22 waa offered 
for a lot of exceptionally fine wheat. 
Should the price go up to SI.25 no doubt 
inodt of the growers would sell, and that 
may be the quotation they are waiting 
for. 
The following from Bradutreet'a 


will interest the farmers of thia county : 


"The moat encouraeing feature of the 


situation today, then, is found in the 
advancing price of wheat during the 
harvest season. It will be difficult for 
newspapers with nxea to grind to make 
the point this year that the advance in 
the price of whoat ia going to the specu- 
lator and elevator owner instead of to 
the producer. It is the American far- 
mer who is to profit by the statistical 
situation of the cereal thia time, and 
with the improvement in the material 
welfare of tha American agriculturist 
must and doea begin the improvement 
of penerai trade throughout the coun- 
try." 


"If the result for an expected large 


harvest of and demand for Indian corn 
prove similar to the conditions affecting 
whuat, the prospects of the planter and 
the farmer will indeed be favorable; but 
the Indian corn crop will be subject to 
damage until the middle of September. 
The present wheat outlook ie for the 
continuance of declining stocks through- 
out the world during July, and with 
unfavorable reports as to foreign wheat 
crops, the prospect IB bright for holders 
of wheat. But whatever the gains of 
the latter, nothing should now pre- 
vent the far-sighted American wheat 
farmer from participating in the very 
beginning of the coming business pros-

Judge Budil may or may not bo right 


The owners of the Fresno and Pine 


ItiJge toll road are making another at- 
tempt to dispose of it to the conuty. For 
several weeks past the supervisors htve 
been approached by various persona 
who have argued the advisability of 
buying the road. Just how all ilia 
members of the board view the propo- 
sition to pay $7000 for something the 
county can do without is unknown, bat 
it ia understood that tbe persona who 
urged thu supervisors to buy the road 
did not meet with unqualified BUCCUSB. 


Tho toll road extends from Big tiandy 


valley to a point a mile below Kenyon'a 
store on Fine Ridge. It is about thir- 
teen milea long, and makes the aecent 
of the monntnin which ia a part of the 
ridge dividing the waters of the San 
Joaquin and Kings rivera. The road 
was built several years ago, the money 
being furnished by men in this city. 
The work was performed by residents pt 
Big Sandy valley. The latter wen paid 
with Block in the road company. 


The conatraction was very expensive, 


amounting to almoat $1000 a mile; bnt 
the investment never waa profitable, the 
amount realized in tolla about paying 
the expenses of maintaining the road. 
The idea waa then conceived of Bell- 
ing tbe property to the county, aud 
abont three years ago an attempt waa 
made to effect the sale. Petitions were 
signed by residents of the hills and vat-. 
ley, some favoring the purchase of the 
road by the county and others opposing 
it, and the proposition was laid before 
tbe supervisors. Tbe board Appointed 
viewers to inspect the road, but they 
made an advene report. Public senti- 
ment was against tbe purchase and the 
auoervisors did not buy tbe road. 


Bnt last fall the Board of Supervisors 


purchased tho road for $7500, tha com- 
pany having come down considerably in 
ita price, ao anikma was it to dispose of 
the burdensome property. 
District 


Attorney Snow, however, vigorously op- 
posed the deal, and he succeeded in 
stopping it by preventing tho issuance 
of a warrant in payment for tin, read. Mr, 
Rnnw maco a determined fight in the 
superior court and Judge Webb decided 
in hia favor. 


The proposition to sell the toll road to 


the county remained dormant until & 
few weeke ago, when it waa revived by 
the owners of tbe property. 


The connty already haa one road to 


the ridge, that leading from Toll House 
up the mountain. It was purchased 
many years ago for a big sum of money, 
and the expense of maintaining it is 
considerable. Mountain grades, over 
which there is mostly heavy t naming, 
require close attention during tbe busy 
aeaaon, for the roads often give way on 
the outer edge and are very much 
cut np. 


While the toll road is not as eteep as 


the old grade, ib ia longer, and teatna- 
tera prefer the shorter route. The re- 
Bult baa be?u that nearly all the team- 
ing to and from the mountains atil! goes 
over the old road. Even many of tbe 
campers prefer to travel the old way be- 
cause it ia shorter. Travel to the ridge 
ia not what it need to be. Tbe lumber 
flumes have practically ruined the team- 
ing business, and there ary now in 
fact very few teams on tbe road.

address, Mr. Morton introduced Frank 
H. Short, who was on the program to 
speak on "The Duty of the Church To- 
ward the Freedmen and Their Descend- 
ants in America."

During the course oi his remarks Mr. 


Short said tbat the 
Afro-American 


could not overestimate tbe value of tbe 
elective franchise and urged upon them 
tbe necessity of uaing it upon the lines 
of principle. At the conclusion of Mr. 
Bhort'e speech Major William Sampson, 
delegate-at-large from Han Francisco, 
offered a resolution that a vote of 
tbauka be tendered Mr. Short for hia 
address. 


When President Morton announced 


that Dr. Walters was present and wonld 
address the congress a storm of applause 
ensued. The biehop is one of the ablest 
colored men in tbe United States. He 
wtB the representative of his church in 
the great international ecclesiastical 
congress held in London, England, aud 
wai shown much consideration upon 
tbat occasion. 


The Bishop's remarks kept the big 


audience in a continual uproar. His 
advice to the race was to get money, 
And then that wonld gain the respect of 
white people. He also urged the neces- 
aitr of good character, and closed bia 
eloquent address with an appeal for 
them to eland by their organization. At 
the conclusion of hia speech he took oc- 
eailoc to aay that in local political 
matter! tbe league ahoulditand by the 
man regardless of party. 
President Morton deemed an explana- 


tion of Bishop Walters' remarks con< 
earning politics necessary, and after the 
reverend gentleman fiat down he said 
that all of the good men were not found 
in the Republican party, as intimated 
toy tbe Bishop.

The Afro-American League Congrea 


held an executive session yesterday fon 
noon for the transaction of business 
The meeting was with closed doors. 


At 1 o'clock in the afternoon an ope 


eeaeioQ was held at which Preaiden 
Morton made his official report and at 
dress, whicu was lengthy and intoree 
ing. Owing to ill great length the RE 
PDBLICAX can only publish escerpl 
irom tbe more intereetina portions. 


After referring to the history of th 


league, the scope of ita work and th 
improved conditions of his race in th 
state due to its endeavors, he appeale 
to his hearers to live up to tbe riKht 
and privileges guaranteed to all citizen 
of onr great republic and in a practica 
way disprove all grounds for prejudic 
against his race. 
''We must adopt a life of conduct am 


E 


ractice that will bring ua cloaer to onr 
etter men and women, and tbue to onr 


selvfcB, creating and maintaining and in 
terchauging and exchanging sympathy 
without which there ia no fellowship. 


"This will enable us in due time 


become a community of business men 
engaged in real eatate, trades, ditching 
mining, agriculture, gardening, and ii 
every pursuit which will reward witl 
wealth and honor. 


"How can we attain the results BO 


much desired? I am not unmindful o 
the grand fact that no race haa ever 
made the phenomenal progress within 
twice tbe time that haa been made bj 
our race within the paa't thirty yeara 
But we must not be content with the 
past. The question is, What are we do 
ing?" Are we prepared or preparing 
ourselves to surmount the difficult^ 
that are ahead? Are we arranging t 
pass *:> our posterity an inheritanc 
equal to that which we received from 
our predecessors?" 


President Morton then dwelt at some 


length upon the necessity of co-opera 
tion and the benefits to be derived from 
united action, interspersing the flame 
with pointed anecdotes. 


In urging self confidence upon hia raci

difncultiea should kill confidence; they 
Ehould rather be a etimnlua to it. I

"Our purpose is to labor and to leg 


ialate among ourselves to correct exiat 
ing evils; to exalt and interchange and 
exchange ideas in regard to our condi 
tlone and environments; to expand in 
telligent faculties which point continu- 
ally to the importance es well aa to the 
necessity of our people engaging more 
in the same avocations and callings, by 
co-operation if not alone, which make 
other people great, before we clamor too 
loudly for participation in auch great- 
ness. We must learn to appreciate alt 
labor aa honorable.'1 


He then dwelt at length upon the dig- 


nity of labor and the duty of every one, 
no matter how humble hia calling, to 
dignify that calling, with due reverence 
and respect for their ancestors, no mat- 
ter how humble their sphere, and with 
unswerving loyalty to tbe government. 


In doling he recommended, first, that 


the the revision nf the state constitution 
be left to the state council with full 
power to act and report to the nest con- 
ireea; second, that the council proceed 
:o incorporate tbe organization: third, 
that the matter of forming a union be- 
tween the Soldiers' and Sailors' Vet- 
eran Union be approved and left with 
the council for conanoiaUop; fourth, 
tbat tbe per capita collection be left 
with the council; fifth, that, on account 
of hia illneGB, the preeident be excused 
for not presenting a full report; and tbat 
he be instructed to submit the game-to 
the executive council.

In. fact, they deemed her perfectly aaoo 
and ordered her discharged. 


A REPUBLICAN reporter was informed 


that Judge Farley was -Mr. Taber'u at- 
torney and called on the Judge in order 
to aacertain why Taber charged his wife 
with inaanity. There were disagreeable 
rumors that Taber wanted to "railroad" 
bia wife to an insane asylum, and Judge 
Farley was asked why the husband bad 
sworn to the complaint when Mrs. 
Taber was so plainly of Bound mind. 
Judge Farley was not disposed to say 
very much about the case, but he did 
not wish his client to suffer from nny 
misunderstanding or the ascription to 
him of sinister motives, eo be made a 
brief statement. 


"Mr. Taber charged his wife with be- 


ing insane," said tbe attorney, "be- 
cause he believed ber to be BO. Her ac- 
tiono were such as to point to an unbal- 
anced uiiud,and for the protection of his 
children he deemed it nec&esury to turn 
her over to the authorities. Had Mr. 
Taber believed her pane, it would have 
been big duty to bring suit for divorce 
against ber and this no will do ii she ia 
discharged." 


Judge Farley asked to be excused 


from Giving tbe details of Mrs. Taber'a 
alleged misconduct, but a friend of Mr. 
Taber'a threw some light upon the mat- 
ter. This gentleman stated that Mra. 
Taber had been uufaithful to her hus*. 
band. Her irregularities began about a 
year ago, it is alleged, and though the 
husband tried to make her conduct her- 
proporiy, he could not control her. 


It is also told of her that she has 


tried to induce her eldest daughter, 
who is 14 years of age, to go her way, 
and upon one occasion locked her up in 
a room with a man in a Front street 
lodging house. The girl reaiatad, and 
ber screams brought other lodgers upon 
the scene, wbo delivered her from the 
bands of tho ruffian. The eirl hareelf, 
it is stated, alleges that her mother boa 
tried to lure ber from virtue's path. 


On the other hand, Mrs. labor's 


friends repsl these charges with indig- 
nation. The proprietor of the restau- 
rant at which Mrs. Taber worked saya 
she was very industrious and always 
conducted herself properly. Those wbo 
know her declare she ta a hard-working 
woman and that she helps to support 
tbe big family. She was married to Ta- 
ber some fourteen years ago, when ebe 
•as 16 years old, and they have she 
children. 


Oddly enough, Mrs. Taber, though ac- 


cused of being too free with men, once 
caine near killing a man for attempting 
to force his way into her house during 
ber husband's absence, and her friends 
point to this incident as proof of the ab- 
surdity of the charges. Mr. and Mrs. 
Taber were then living in the country in 
Tulare county. One night about two 
years ago, while she waa alone with the 
children, a man came to the door and 
asked to be admitted. She ordered him 
off, but he per si a ted in hanging around 
the houee, Finally he succeeded, in. 
forcing open the window and tried to 
crawl in. Mrs. Taber thereupon pro- 
cured an axe and dealt the fellow a ter- 
rific blow on the bead, knocking 
him 
senseless.

prowler. Tbe man, BO far as can be re- 
membered, was tried and sent to state's 
prison.

The Board of 
Supervisors ie supposed to be a deliber- 
ative body that will carefully investigate 
every matter brought before it of public 
interest; and no member of the board 
should ever be ao unmindful of hia duty 
t3 himself and his constituents aa to en- 
gage in jobbery of any kind.

I 
he couaenta ehe may have it, but, in 
that event, elie ohall cry only 
to notify tho nurso that she really baa 
it. In some way the family autonomy 
rnuat be preserved. 


RuleS— Crying is strictly prohibited

Rule .'*— Any visitor who is thinking of 


remarking, "She looks exactly lika her 
pa," will please look at the ulad father 
before she says it and sec if she caunoi 
then restrain herself. Tha feelinga o 
the mother should he regarded. 


Rule 4— The father is not to be routed 


out in the night. This is is not bacaneo 
ho ia unwilling to be helpful, but be- 
cause be might fall over a chair or step 
ou a tajk, uud he would not like to have 
tbe little one bear it. The training of t 
child in tbe use of nothing bnt good 
language cannot begin too soon. 


Rule 5— The mother whet is thinking 


of saying, "She laughed when I apoke 
to her," ahould ihink twice before she 
speaks until the infant id a week old. 
After tbat ehe need think hut once. 


Rule 6—1 always did like girls better 


than boys, anyway. Some people may 
think they know more about this than 
I do, bnt they don't. 


Rule 7-If the child has inherited 


faults, people kindly will eay nothing 
about them. Why should her mother 
be caused to reproach herself? 


Rule 8— Neighbor Ed. Williams' son

Fresno papers that the Cutting Fruit 
Packing Company has proposed to sell 
rftiains, vintage of '97, at a price far be- 
low tbe cost of production, nnd this 
following a period when every effort 
had boon made to eecure a living price 
foi our leading product and to save the 
industry from absolute ruin; be it there- 
fore 


Resolred, That we view the action of 


the Cutting Fruit Packing Company as 
in direct opposition to the beat interests 
of the county, and especially a death 
blow to the toilers who produce the 
wealth and who should he entitled to a 
fair compensation. 


Resolvedt That we condemn the action 


of the Catting Fruit Packing Company, 
or any and ftll other parties wbo shall 
follow their example, and pledge our- 
eelvea to refuse them our products on 
any terms that will not be fully re- 
munerative. 


Retoked, That we arge all raisin 


growers to refuse any person or company 
their raisina and to stand firm for living 
prices. 


Resolved, That we indorse the position 


taken and the work done by the Fresno 
County Farmers' Olub against the Cut- 
ting Fruit Packing Company.
